In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as providing a lock 
ledge assembly suitable for providing a stop by engaging with a pivoting probe assembly of a 
nail gun. 

3. Inventions I and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as providing a stop by 
engaging with a pivoting probe assembly when a nail incorrectly engages a pivoting probe 
assembly of a nail gun not having the specific features of an adjustable angle nose. 
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4. Inventions IV and I are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The inventions 
are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another 
materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice 
another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case, the process as 
claimed can be practiced by another materially different apparatus not having the specific 
features of a lock ledge assembly. Also, the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another 
and materially different process not having the specific process step of a loading a collated nail 
strip. 

5. Inventions II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention III has separate utility such as providing an 
adjustable angle nose casting assembly for receiving a nail and enabling the operation 
engagement of a driver blade with the nail. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

6. Inventions IV and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The inventions 
are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another 
materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice 
another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case, the process as 
claimed can be practiced by another materially different apparatus not having the specific 
features of an adjustment assembly for affixing the position of the housing relative to the nail 
gun. 

7. Inventions IV and III are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The inventions 
are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another 
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materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice 
another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case, the process as 
claimed can be practiced by another materially different apparatus not having the specific 
features of an adjustable angle nose casting assembly coupled with the nail driving assembly. 

8. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

9. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
